REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 



The rejections over Koyama are overcome by Applicant's submission of the English 
translation of the foreign priority paper. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

None of the prior art of record discloses or suggests a semiconductor device comprising a 
bus line provided over a substrate and connected with a pixel thin film transistor (i.e, the transistor 
connected to a pixel) in combination with a pattern comprising the same material as the bus line 
and provided in a same layer as the bus line wherein the pattern is provided adjacent to a side 
edge of the substrate , and the bus line is apart from the pattern and the side edge of the substrate.
